TREASURE YARN HELD 
TO BE A MYTH. 


TRAGEDY OF 1901. 


Mystery attuches to the re- 
port that a San, Francisco sal- 
vage firm, having’ 
wreck of the Rie de Janeiro, 
Which sank at the entrance to 
San Francisco Bay on February

Mrs, Southorn: I am Sure thet 
you renlize what nn very great 
pleasure It is for me to be abla to 
entertain the  Flongkong Girl 
Guides at ten on Empire’ Day, 
more especially as it falls ‘upon 
me to do so in one of the most. 
distant Colonies in the British 
Empire. 

The chief point of eclebrating 
Empire Day is te provide a means 
for making the inhabitants of the 
British Empire, more especially 
young people and children, 
realize that we are All part of one 
big family, rather than a collec- 
tion of separate countries and 
colonics. 

May 24th is a peculiarly ap- 
propiate date for its celebration 
na it was the birthday of Queep 
Victoria, who, asa you all know, 
reigned for no less than 7 years. 


Aa fnr as the Boy Scouts and 
Girl Guides are concerned, it is 
not an exnveration to state that 
the movement is one of the most 
remarkable developments in mo- 
dern times, [tis an movement 
which knows of no distinction of 
creed, religion, or race. It exists 
for one purpose and for one pur- 
bose only, Which is to turn out 
boys and girls-as jood and useful 
eHizens. | understand that-there 
are ¢elose upon a million Girl 
Guides in the world at the Dbrese eat 
lime. 

Ido not propose to deal in detail 
with the Girl Guide ~nrovement, 
which is much better done by your 
own leaders, but I feel competent 
te den} with it in the larger 
Renae, 

To my mind one of the 
causes of the trouble which  an- 
pears to exist throughout the 
whole world. is due to class dis- 
tinction and prejudices. It is due 
to people, instead of trying to find 
out the good points in each other, 
xoing out of their way to find out 
the bad points. After all, no one 
is perfect, but it must be a very 
remarkable boy or girl who does 
not possess 2 considerable amount 
of good points in character, but 
they do not necessarily appear on 
the surface. 

The Boy Scout and Girl Guide 
movement is a wonderful means 
af bringing‘ all classes. together 
and affording them an opportuni- 
ty of getting to know each other, no 
matter in what grade of society 
they may have been brought up. 

It is in this spirit that we are 
nasembled here to-day.

PRESIDENT oF ALL-INDIA | 
MUSLIMS. 


. “Lucknow, May 23, 

The: doath has occurred of Sir 
Mohamed All Mohamed Khan 
President: of the All-Indin 
Muslim Leagtue.——Reuter. 

{Mohamed Ali, the Indian 
Moslem leader nnd brother of the 
equally well known Shaukat All, 
wasp born in Dee. 1878, ‘and 
educated at Rampur State School, 
Bareilly High School, the college 
at Aligarh and Lncoln College, 
Oxford. After acting in 1902-3 
as chict cducational officer for 
Rampur -State’ he joined the 
Gatkwar's civil service in 1904. 
In 1906 Ali founded the All-India 
Moslem League. Fourteen years 
later he was instrumental In 
developing the college at Aligarh 
into the National Moslem Univer- 
sity. In 1910 he gave up his 
oflicin] post to edit the Comrade, 
n weekly puper in English, pub- 
lished first nt Caleuttn and then 
at ‘Delhi, up 40 1914. He also 
started at Delhi in 1913 the 
Hamdard,.an Urdu daily pnper. 
From 1915 to 1919 he was intern: 
ed under the Defence of India Act, 
Tha Swarajists were not satisfied 
vith the Montagu-Chelmaford 
reform acheme and the brothers 
Ali became Gandhi's strong gup- 
vorters in the non-ce-eperation 
movement which he launched 
against the = diarchy. indian 
Moslems also dissatisfied 


the British after the war. 
From this grievance sprang the 
dangerous Khilafat movement, so 
enlled because its aim was to 


restore the power of the Sultan asf 


Khalifa of Islam. It was initiat- 
ed by the Ali brothers in 1920 and 
Mohamed Ali headed the Indian 
Khilafat delegation which visited 
Kurope in that year. Out of this 
agitation arose the — serious 
Moplah rebellion in Aug. 1921. 
In November the two brothers were 
given two years’ rigorous 
imprisonment far sedition. 

Since then, however,  owinie 
largely to racial and. religious 
riots the Hindu-Moslem pact has 
weakened considerably. 9 In 1927 
the All-India Moslem League 
favoured a boyeott of the Simon 
Commission, but when Gandhi 
started his -civil disobedience 
campaign in 1930 as a protest 
against the failure to grant imme- 
diate Swaraj, the Ali brothers 
repudiated Gandhi, denounced his 
campaign and urged participation 
in the Round: Table Conference. 
Mohamed safd Gandhi’s movement 
was a desperate attempt by caste- 
ridden Hindus. to dominnte the 
Moslems. “If.” he. added, “we 
cannot remain a dependency of 
the British. we cannot consent to 
hecome dependants of the Hindus 
either. If after the Round Table 
Conference our demands are not 
satisfied, it will 
to assert India's independence and 
to walk out of the conference.”]

While it 
is reagonable to avoid the creation 
of alarm, a possibility if unverified 
rumours are published, ft is) also 
reusonable to expect the public tw 
take an interest ino naval affairs 
when cinema performances are 
suddenly interrupted se aa to 
issue preremptory orders to naval 
ratings to return -from shore 
leave to their ship, Speculation 
merely increases’ when the Navy 
hadheres firmly to its tradition, The 
Silent Service, wraps Its doings 
in an air of mysteriousness, and 
merely states that a warship has 
been sent out in consequence of 
certain rumours, fn these circum- 
stances, somewhat remarkable is 
the suggestion mnde that official 
naval circles deprecated .the — re- 
sultant “mystery” which, it is sub. 
mitted, was of their own making. 
Sull less do we understand the at- 
titude adopted throughout now the 
facts are disclosed. A simple 
statement that the Somme — had 
been despatched to Hothow in 
consequence of rumours of trouble, 
to render protection to British 
subjects if necessary, would have 
prevented a deal of fruitless 
worryings over the possibility of 
serious trouble in centres where 
conditions were actually normal.

MUTINY AT HOTHOW. 


ILM.S. SOMME LEAVES FOR 
SCENE, 


A mutiny of some remnants ‘of 
the Peace Preservation Corps con- 
sisting of the ist and 3rd Bri- 
gides, stationed at Holhow, Hai- 
non Island, in southern) Kwang- 
tung, caused perturbation among 
foreign residents, resulting in the 
dispatch from Hongkong of H.M.S. 
Sterling on Friday to Bina Bay to 
relieve ILLS. Somme, which had 
left for Hoihow to assist in the 
withdrawal of the small European 
community. “The latter consists 
of the British Consul, the Com- 
missioner of Customs, Mr, Frost 
of the Asiatic Petroleum Co., and 
Mr. Cutherbert, agent for Messrs. 
Butterfield and Swire, 


It will be recalled that on the 
Ith instant three Regiments of | 
Peace Preservation Corps station- 
ed at Whampao revolted, declaring 
for Nanking and fighting against 
the Canton Government, They were 
disarmed with, heavy  casualtios. 
There is no doubt that the distut-- 
bance. at Hoihow is inspired by 
Nanking, bit resentment by the 
Ponce Preservation Corps oflicials 
of Canton’s appointment of new 
commanders over them forms one 
of the immedinte causes of the 
mutiny., Tho Hoihow_mutineers 
have declared against Canton and 
nre making extensive preparations 
for war. at Man Cheung. The 
Canton Navy states that no of- 
ficial report of heavy fighting has 
been recelved although a rogi- 
ment from Canton was, prevented 
from landing nt Holhow. by the 
mutineers.

A RAND ROMANCE.

fall the kaffir magnates, the 

Jocls have had the most . ex- 
trnordinary record. Woolf, Solo- 
mon, and John practleally owed 
their introduction to fortune to 
their uncles, Henry and Barney 
Isancs—the names they boro until 
they ‘adopted that of Barnate. 
Henry was the first to omigrate 
to South Africa, Having, — while 
in England, developed his talent as 
a conjurer, he continued his per- 
formances around Kimberley, 
where he often called himself 
“Signor  Barnato, the . Great 
Wizard.” Fortunately for all con- 
cerned, the hardy diamond pioncers 
did not appreciate his necromancy, 
so that, compelled to adopt a more 
lucrative occupation, he plunged In- 
to “kopje-walloping.” In the car- 
ly days at Kimberley the diamonds 
were obtatned from the kopjes, or 
small hills, near the camp. 


The dealers, or  “wallopers,” 
usually trotted from one to the 
other, purchasing the finds: na they 
were sorted out, Non-success  in- 
volved a life ‘of slavery and pri- 
vation, Thousands from all parts 
had become diamond diggers selling 
their valuable stones for ridiculous 
prices. Natives’ exchanged them 
for oxen, guns, or brandy. Dla- 
mond stealing and illicit diamond 
buying were rampant. Business 
was conducted on chaotic principles; 
some made rapid fortunes; others 
blew out their brains in despair. 
While Henry Barnato achieved ‘no 
brilliant success, he performed one 
epoch-making exploit—he sent for 
his brother Barney, then about 
twenty, who ultimately made them 
all’ millionaires. 


The Rise of Barney Barnato, 


Yet Barney's start was not bril- 
liant; on arrival business was 80 
bad that his brother could not em- 
ploy him. He therefore started 
“kopje-walloping” with Louis Co- 
hen. Cupital, £100, subscribed by 
Cohen; 60 boxes of cigars, contri- 
buted by Barney. Their: life. was 
distinctly original; they worked 
like coolies, fed like Kaffira, and 
dreamed of future millions.  Dur- 
ing the ‘cold season the partners 
shared the'same bed, blanket, food, 
and drinks. Even then Barnato 
displayed those unique qualities of 
“push” and resource which  ulti- 
mately made him a iiltionaire. 
Contriving to save £3,000, he 
bought four claims in the famous 
Kimberley Mine, 


Finally, in 1880, the two brothers 
founded the firm of Barnato Bro- 
thers. They started the Barnato 
Diamond Mining Company, subse~- 
quently amalgamating it with an 
equally promising organisation, the 
Standard. This combination was 
further strengthened by amalgama- 
tion with the Kimberley Diamond 
Mine, in which Barney had become 
a big shareholder, Their success 
benefitted the three Joels, who 
now graduated in Kimberley as 
dinmond experts and financiers. , 


Here they first met Von Veltheim, 
afterwards charged with blackmail- 
ing the Jocls. The Barnato firm 
prospered exceedingly under the 
brilliant control of Barney. He 
knew all the ropes; worked night 
arid day; cagerly gathered all the 
news from club, bar, and market: 
was always ‘keen after  busincss 
“pointers.” He was “out for money,”

Thus the Jocls gradurted at o 
splendid school; they enjoyed uni- 
que opportunitics; fortunes «wero 
to be had for the grasping. Their.

lightning perception of values and 
potentialities; a fertile resourceful- 
ness which overcume*the most for- 
midable difficulties; o genius for 
judging character. Displaying in~ 
cessant activity and extraordinary ; 
vitality, he frightened his friends, 
One remarked: ' “Some day such a 
bundle of quivering nerves will 
snap. Either life’ or brain will 
go.” 


His shrewd judgment in mining 
and finance enabled him to seize 
golden opportunities missed by 
slower-witted men, who enviously 
murmured: “Just Barney’s luck.” 
Naturally enough, he rapidly con- 
quered a'prominent position in Kim- 
berléy as a man who had to be 
reckoned with by the strongest. He 
soon realised that, uniess strong 
measures were taken to scientifi- 
cally organise this splendid indus- . 
try, the rujnous confusion would 
continue. He saw that safety and 
success lay in the gradual amal- 
samation of all the mines. :
